From Wye’s Letter, London, March 6. 

ESTERDAY the Commons deferred going 
into a grand Committee on the Supply till 
that Day fe’n-night. Read a fecond Time 
the Bill for laying a Duty on Glafs, &c. 
and committed it to a Committee of the 
whole Houfe for Friday next. Ordered the Bill for pu- 
nithing Mutiny and Defertion to be ingroffed. In aCom- 
mittee on the Bill for the Encouragement of Coinage, 

went through it with feveral Amendments. 

To Day the Commons ordered that the Sentences of 
the feveral Officers tried at the Court-Martials lately held 
at Chatham, be printed, together with the Minutes and 
Prcoeedings taken thereupon. 

The Jews here are drawing off their Money from Hol- 
Jand. And ’tis faid 3 or 4 Coaches load therewith came 
this Day from Harwich. 

From the St. James's Evening Poft, March 6. 

Milan, Feb.9. U.S. On the 6th inftant the , Spaniards 
received part of the Artillery they expeéted from Pavia, 
to carry on the Siege of the Citadel of this Place. This 
Artillery already confitts of so Battering Pieces of Can- 
non, 12 Mortars and 8 Pateraroes. The Trenches were 
opened the Day before Yeiterday. More heavy Pieces of 
Cannon are expeéted from Pavia ; when they are arrived, 
there will be 80 Pieces of Cannon employed in the Siege 
againit the Citadel. The Pefieged, on their Side, make 
a very vigorous Fire, and difcharge a great Number of 
red hot Sutton, even as far as into the Suburbs of the 
City. 

Drefden, Feb. 10. O. §. The 120co Men defigned for 
the Service of the Martime Powers, are in readinefs to 
march; but it has been intimated to the Court of London, 
that there isa Neceflity for 45000 1. Sterl. to put them in 
Motion. To which Demand an Anfwer is expected be- 
fore they march. 

Vienna, Feb. 12. O. S. ’Tis now determined that Pr. 
Charles of Lorrain thall command the Imperial Army up- 
on the Rhine, and fhall have under him the Generals 
Lobkowitz, Daun, Salm, Palfi, Konigfez, Merci, Phi- 
libert, and Birkenfeld. Marfhal Bathiani, who is to 
command in the Low Countries, will have the Gene- 
rals Gaifrugg, Wolfenbuttel, Grune, Kollowrath, He- 
ly, Radicati, Winckelman, and Saxe-Gotha. 

Extra of a private Letter from Bruffels, Feb. 28. 

The Dutch Troops marched out of this Place in three 
Divifions according to the Capitulation; the firft took the 
Route of Arras, tne fecond that of Douay, and the third 
are gone to Lifle; between 2-and 300 of the Sick and 
Wounded remain here. On the 13th the Aufirian Dra- 
goons and Huffars would have marched out at the Gute 
of Flanders, but they were not permitted, which occa- 





fioned fome Difturbance. The Reafon affign’d was, tha® 
they had fold their Horfes after the Capitulation, and e- 
quipt themfelves with Hacks, for which they were obli- 
ged to return to their mee but the Affair has been ad- 
jufted fince. Fifteen Battalions and two Regiments of 
French Dragoons form the Garrifon of this City at pre- 
fept, and Count Lowendahl is declared our Governor. 
Yeftetday the Council of Brabant complimented M, Saxe, 
and the Magiftrates prefented him with the Wine of Ho- 
nour. Lieutenant General Vander Duyn, who com- 
manded the Dutch Troops, fet out this Day for the Hague, 
and our late Governor Count Lanoy, and the reft of the 
General Officers, are preparing to goto Antwerp on their 
Parole. The general Opinion here is, that M. Saxe will 
endeavour to diflodge the Auftrians from Mechlin, and 
will march from thence dire€ily ‘towards Antwerp, if 
Prince Waldeck fhould not be in a Condition, by his 
Junétion, with the German Succours, to give him Battle. 

Hague, Feb. 23. 0.S. The States of Holland and Weft- 
Friezeland refolved the Day before Yefterday to raife by 
a Lottery of Bonds the Sum of 10 Millions, in order to 
defray the Expence of the prefent Conjun@ure. This 
Lottery is to confift of 40000 Tickets, all Prizes, s000 
of which will be large, and the reft only the Value of the 
Tickets, which is 200 Flurins each, Upon the whole, 
the Prizes will amount to One Million feven hundred fifty 
thoufand Florins more than the Money depoifited. The 
Bonds of the large Prizes are to bear 2 per Cent. Intereft, 
and thofe of the fimall 4 per Cent. free of all Dedv@ion 
or Impofition. Every Bearer is to be efteemed the Pro- 
prietor, to inake them quite negociable, anda Duplicate 
is to be given ofeach Bond, on which the Payment of the 
Intereft will be marked, while the Original of each is 
kept at home to fecure the Claimin cafe ot Accidents.
